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It is respectfully submitted that it should be no undue burden on the Examiner to consider 
all claims in the single application. Accordingly, this Election of Species Requirement should 
also be overcome and withdrawn. 

In view of the foregoing amendments and remarks, favorable reconsideration and an 
early Notice of Allowance are earnestly solicited. 

In the event that the Examiner persists in this requirement, Applicants reserve the right to 
file a Divisional application at a later time, if so desired.
